Benson Predicts 
Farm Upswing 


Says 1955 Wffl Equal 1954; 
Prolonged Upturn in Future 


Although firm prices have de- 


clined during tfaa last three years, 
farm income in 1955 should be 
near the 1954 figure and there will 
be prolonged upturns in the future, 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson predicts in Life Magazine's 
special issue on "How America Is 
Fed." 


Responding to questions posed by 


Iowa Farmer Fred Beune, Benson 
says "actually, the entire decline 
in farm prices occurred under the 
program of supports at 90 per cent 
'A parity which was supposed to 
prevent this very thing. Tfce new 
system of flexible price supports 
. . . do^s not become effective un- 
til the 19^5 harvest. One purpose of 
flexible supports is to encourage 
better-balanced farm production. 


"Under this system supports can 


go up as well as down, 'mey 'KT.ll 
be high when supplies are in reas- 
onable balance w:ih demand. They 
will be lowered to act as a brak*- 
on further overproduction 
when 


supplies become excessive . . . To- 
day our problem is largely one of 
unbalanced production, rather than 
of general over-production. I be- 
here we will achieve better bal- 
ance." 


Advice to Dairymen 


Asked whai he would advise 


dairymen, who are just about 
breaking even under 75 per cent of 
parity supports and high feed and 
labor costs, to do, Benson says ihat 
his first action would be to "take 
a hard look at individual produc- 
tion records of the cows in my 
herd. I would get nd of the poor 
producers. About ail a dairyman 
gets from a cow which gives only 
5,000 or 6.000 pounds of milk per 
year is her companionship. 


"Next, I would attempt to de- 


termine whether I was getting the 
best possible return from dollars 
spent for labor, feed and other 
costs . . . I would actively support 
the campaign of milk producers 
and affiliated groups to promote 
more aggressive merchandising 
and 
increased 
consumption of 


dairy products." 


"The dairy industry," Benson 


says, "is going through a period 
of serious readjustment. If price 
supports at 90 per cent of parity 
were the answer, there would be 
no problem. We had such supports 
until Apiii 1, 1954. Since tnat time, 
with we lower supports, surplus 
ir ilk production has leveled off. 
consumption 
is increasing 
and

while, we have been able to move 
large qv.antit.es of govemment- 
ov. r.ed fc"_".~.er, cheese ar.d dried 
mi..-: into cr.ar.r.e.s of consump- 
fcon . . . 


"I do not maintain that ail of the 


dairyman's problems are over. We 
are headed in the r.grht cirect.on, 
however. I be-eve me future of cur 
dairy :r.anstr;- is bright. And it v.i.l 
be back on. its feet sooner under 
the present program than it would 
have been had we refused to face 
the facts."
